Group “A” Offenses

State statutes must be very specific in defining crimes so that
persons facing prosecution will know the exact charges being
placed against them. For reporting purposes, crime classifications
are generically defined to provide a common denominator for
which crime data can be uniformly measured by local, state, and
federal law enforcement agencies. Therefore, nonconforming
offenses outlined under ldaho state statutes should be reported
according to the NIBRS definitions.
